WASHINGTON (UPI) — Jimmy Carter of Georgia wrested the presidency 
away from President Ford Wednesday morning when Mississippi gave him its 
seven electoral votes and pushed him over the necessary 270 votes 
Carter snatched victory from a resurgent Ford in one of the closest elect­ 
ions in modem times by winning the electoral votes of Wisconsin, Hawaii and 
finally Mississippi for an electoral majority of 272 — two more than needed. 
Carter, 52, the first president elected from a Deep South state since Zachary 
Taylor in 1848, built up a strong lead in his native South and Border states and 
then saw it dwindle as Ford made a comeback in the West and Southwest.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Jimmy 
Carter and President Ford early 
Wednesday were locked in one of the 
tensest, tightest White House races in 
modem times with the President 
stubbornly denying the challenger the 
few electoral votes he needed for vic­ 
tory. 
The outcome hinged on cliffhanger 
races in Illinois, where Carter held a 
whisper-thin early morning edge; 
Ohio, 
where Ford was narrowly 
ahead; the late-count in California, or 
a combination of other close races in 
about a dozen states. 
T h e former Georgia 
governor 
roared out to an early lead with 
sweeping victories in the South, the 
Border regions and the big electoral 
vote states of New York, Pennsylva­ 
nia and Texas. 
He clinched more than three quar­ 
ters of the needed 270 electoral votes 
by early Wednesday and seemed to 
have destroyed Ford’s hopes of win­ 
ning the White House on his own. 
BUT THE TIDE began turning dra­ 
matically after midnight. Ford over­ 
came a night-long Carter lead to win 
his native Michigan and North Da­ 
kota, Washington, Nevada and Iowa. 
He seesawed back and forth with Car­ 
ter in Illinois and Ohio and grabbed a 
solid early lead in California. 
One network, CBS rated Carter 
within three electoral votes of victory

Carter had won 20 states with 250 
electoral votes, and was leading in 
four states with 26 electoral votes. 
Ford had won 19 states with 141 
electoral votes, and was leading in 
eight states with 121 electoral votes 
Carter’s victories in New York, 
Pennsylvania and Texas narrowed 
Ford's hopes of staging the most re­ 
markable comeback in presidential 
politics since Harry Truman beat 
Thomas E. Dewey in 1948. 
After trailing all night, the Georgian 
finally moved ahead in New York by 
a slim margin. 
New York state GOP chairman 
Richard Rosenbaum late Tuesday 
evening asked for a court order to im­ 
pound all voting machines in New 
York, saying he had received allega­ 
tions of tampering in some districts.

Thompson over Howlett in big way

Republican James R. Thompson, 
piling up large margins in the sub­ 
urbs and Downstate, defeated Demo­ 
crat Michael J. Howlett Tuesday by 
one of the largest margins in state 
history. 
Thompson claimed victory at ll 
p.m. in an appearance before cam­ 
paign workers and supporters at the 
Palmer House in Chicago. 
The former U.S. District Attorney 
for Chicago thanked his wife, Jayne* 
for “being at my side from the be­ 
ginning.” 
THOMPSON also praised his run­ 
ning mate, St. Clair County Sheriff 
Dave O’Neal, who will serve as 


Thompson’s lieutenant governor. 
Thompson told the Palmer House 
crowd that Tuesday’s election was 
“the end of the beginning” for his 
administration. 
Howlett aides announced at 11:15 
p.m. that their candidate, the secre­ 
tary of state would not make any 
comments on the eelction until ll 
a.m. today. 
THOMPSON LED in almost all the 
state’s major counties, and was ahead 
in the Chicago suburbs by a whop­ 
ping 477,267 to 156,760. Thompson 
carried Rock Island County, a swing 
area, by a 2-1 margin. And he led in 
heavily Democratic Madison County, 
32,719 to 21,779. 


Howlett was ahead in Chicago, but 
his margin was not nearly enough to 
offset Thompson’s lead elsewhere. 


Throughout the campaign Howlett, 
62, stressed his 15 years in state gov­ 
ernment as auditor and secretary of 
state, but was unable to shed his 
image as Chicago Mayor Richard 
J. Daley’s man. 


Howlett stuck to the political for­ 
mula that has worked magic for him 
in all his previous tries for public 
office. He made the rounds of local 
civic groups, slapped shoulders, and 
appeared at Chicago ward rallies, 
promising not to raise taxes if elect­ 
ed. 


Carter’s 
staff sees 
state win

Democrat Jimmy Carter’s Illinois 
campaign leaders projected a state­ 
wide victory Tuesday night that would 
carry the former Georgia governor to 
the White House. 


But even as Carter forces cheered, 
President Ford’s Illinois campaign 
manager told supporters to “keep the 
faith. The polls are closed. Ifs in the 
hands of law enforcement and God.” 


Richard Ogilvie, Ford’s campaign 
director, refused to concede the state 
late Tuesday night, telling supporters 
at the Hyatt Regency Hotel in Chi­ 
cago that “we will carry Illinois for 
President Ford. It may be a little 
closer than I had expected. I think we 
are very definitely still in the ball 
game.” 


CARTER FORCES projected victo­ 
ry at 11:10 p.m. as vote totals showed 
the Democrat holding a slim margin 
over Ford. 


With 74 per cent of the Illinois vote 
in, Carter’s Illinois campaign direc­ 
tor James Wall told a cheering mass 
of supporters at Chicago’s Blackstone 
Hotel that they “now project we will 
win the state” and that “making Illi­ 
nois a winner for Jimmy Carter will 
make it a winner for the presidency.” 


In a race that preelection polls pre­ 
dicted would be too close to call, Car 
ter was winning 72 per cent of the 
Chicago vote, 39 per cent of the subur­ 
ban vote and 48 per cent of the Down­ 
state vote, Carter campaign leaders 
said late Tuesday night. 


Ford expected to be taking an ex­ 
pected 61 per cent of the suburban 
Cook County vote, the area in which 
he was expected to do best in Illinois. 


ILLINOIS HAS picked the presiden­ 
tial winner for the past 60 years, and 
its 26 electoral votes were considered 
crucial by both sides in the race to­ 
ward the magic 270 electoral votes 
needed for victory. 
Ford campaign leaders at the Hyatt 
Regency hotel in Chicago meanwhile 
held out hope for victory, saying they 
expected the race would not be de­ 
cided until early Wednesday. 
“We’re going to win, but it may not 
be by as much as we expected,” 
Ford’s Illinois campaign director Art 
Falls said late Tuesday. “We’re going 
to do fine. I have talked to some 
people around the state and I’m con­ 
vinced we’re going to do fine. As far 
as I’m concerned, we have got a pret­ 
ty good chance of winning nation­ 
wide.” 
Suburban returns in Cook County 
showed Ford with 374,511 votes to 
Carter’s 225,427 votes. In the North­ 
west suburbs, Ford ran strong with 
2-1 margins against Carter. 
With 90 per cent of the precincts in 
Palatine Township counted, Ford had 
19,835 votes to Carter’s 7,200. In 
Wheeling Township with 80 of 125 pre­ 
cincts counted, Ford had 25,171 votes 
to Carter’s 9,822. 
In Schaumburg 
Township with 23 of 61 precincts in, 
Ford had 6,813 votes to Carter’s 3,657. 
Elk Grove Township showed Ford 
with 7,935 votes and Carter with 2,790 
with 25 of 76 precincts counted. 
Chapman beats challenger Brennan

In a race widely viewed as a test of 
Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley’s 
suburban strength, State Rep. Eu­ 
genia Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, 
turned back Daley-backed challenger 
Joan Brennan of Elk Grove Village 
Tuesday. 


With about one-fourth of the votes 
counted, Mrs. Chapman had approxi­ 
mately 24 per cent of the vote in the 
3rd Legislative District and a firm 
grip on her 7th term in the house. 


Mrs. Brennan was trailing with ap­ 
proximately 15 per cent of the vote. 


THE TWO incumbent Republicans, 
V i r g i n i a Macdonald of Arlington 
Heights and Donald Totten of Hoff­ 
man Estates, held commanding leads 
of 32 and 31 per cent respectively and 
retained their legislative seats in the 
district. 


Although she was nominally Mrs. 
Chapman’s running mate, Mrs. Bren­ 
nan identified herself through the 
campaign as the only “regular” 


Democrat in the race and criticized 
Mrs. Chapman for voting with Re­ 
publicans on an aid-to-education bill. 
Tuesday night, without conceding 
defeat, she said, “the people out there 
have picked their three Republicans. 


“THE TOTALS I’m getting show a 
straight Republican vote, added Mrs. 
Brennan, an Elk Grove Park District 
commissioner. 


Her public relations manager, Don 
Butler, said Mrs. Macdonald was en­ 
couraging her supporters to give half 


of their votes to Mrs. Chapman. “She 
got her message across,” he said. 
Mrs. Brennan also charged that the 
mini-computers used to tally the votes 
in some Schaumburg Township pol­ 
ling places were “off a notch” and 
incorrectly tabulated her votes. 
TOTTEN, HOWEVER, dismissed 
the charge as “sour grapes.” 
“It’s obviously Chapman, Totten 
and Macdonald,” he said. “It was ob­ 
vious after the first three precincts 
came in. The voters have rejected Da­ 
ley’s attempts to elect Brennan.” 
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Sen. Regner 
wins 2nd term 
in 3rd district 
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Although some of them waited up to 
three hours to do it. voters of the 3rd 
Legislative District Tuesday awaited 
a second term to State Sen. David 
Regner, R-Mount Prospect 


Regner’s challenger, Democrat Mi­ 
chael Smith of Elk (trove \ illage, 
conceded the election shortly after ll 
p.m, Tuesday. At the time. Regner 
was leading by a margin of more durn 
2 to I. 


“I don’t feel I was fighting Dave 
Regner,’’ Smith said. “I was fighting 
Jim Thompson.” 


IN ADDITION to the Thompson 
bandwagon. Smith blamed a heavy 
turnout of Republican voters 
Tbs 
polls convinced many 
Republicans 
that President Ford "was in trouble," 
he said, and prompted many to rush 
to the polls. 


Many of those who did found them­ 
selves standing in long lines for hours. 
The lines were longest at Adi ai Ste­ 
venson School, Elk Grove Village, 
where the last voters did not leave the 
gym until after 9 p.m. — more than 
three hours after the polls dosed. 


Phyllis Siwek, the Democratic pre­ 
cinct judge, said one of the precinct's 
six voting machines was broken until 
noon and that the precinct could have 
used “IO to 12 machines.” 


THE WAITING LINES varied from 
1% to ZVz hours, she added, ‘‘one of 
the worst I’ve ever seal.” In all, 1,045 
of the precinct’s 1,500 registered vot­ 
ers showed up at the polling place, 
and “there were very few walkouts.” 
Regner, 45, led Smith in all four of 
the townships that make up the 3rd 
district, and ran especially strong in 
Smith s home territory of Elk Grove 
Township. 
Nevertheless, Smith, who rose to lo­ 
cal prominence as a volunteer con­ 
sumer activist, said, “I’ve shown that 
I’m a political force.

WITH 70 per cent of the pre­ 
cincts counted, the totals were:

Schlickman said 
the strong 
showing by the two Republican 
candidates was an indication his 
party will take control of the Illi­ 
nois House after the 1979 election. 
“What is most important to me 
is that the 4th district elected two 
Republican state representatives 
to maintain the Republican char­ 
acter of the district,” Schlickman 
said. 


Schlickman, 46, rolled up most 
of his victory margin in Wheeling 
Township, but he also ran even 
with Pullen aid Jaffe in Maine 
Township, which comprises the 
majority of the 4th district. 


PULLEN SAID she was “ex­ 
cited and very pleased” about her 
victory. 


“I was confident when I went to 
bed last night, or I should say this 
morning. The turnout was super. 
Evidently, my people didn’t stay 
home,” said the 29-year-old legis­ 
lative assistant to State Rep. John 
E. Porter, R-Evanston. 


Jaffe said he was not surprised 
that he finished behind Schlick­ 
man. “It would be hard for me to 
be the top vote-getter, considering 
the district is largely Republican. 
But I wouldn’t rule it (Hit; after 
all, when you have charisma, you 
have charisma,” said Jaffe, 46, 
who has served two terms in the 
Illinois House.

Crane wins 4th term, 
beats Democrat Frank

U. S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, 
will return to a fourth term in Con­ 
gress with a mandate from his North­ 
west suburban constituents. 
Crane, of Mount Prospect, trounced 
his Democratic opponent, Edwin L. 
Frank of Hoffman Estates, Tuesday 
by a projected margin of 3 to I. 
With 95 per cent of the Cook County 
vote counted, Crane was ahead of 
Frank 101,296 votes to 32,128 votes. 
Lake County returns from the district 
were not available. 


THIS WAS FRANK’S second unsuc­ 
cessful attempt to unseat the con­ 
servative Crane. In 1972, Crane beat 
Frank by a 3 to I margin. 


Speaking to an audience of about 
350 supporters at the Mount Prospect 
Holiday lim, Crane promised to con­ 
tinue to speak for conservatism in 
Congress. “Perhaps we are a lonely 
voice. But it will be bigger in the fu­ 
ture,” he said. 


Frank’s campaign manager, Robert 
Sidman, said he was surprised that 
Crane’s victory margin was as large 
as it was. 
“IT’S BEEN JUST A very strong 
Republican district — always has 
beat and always will be,” Sidman

said. “We thought with the growth in 
the district and newcomers coming in 
from Chicago, a bigger percentage of 
the vote would be Democratic this 
time.” 


Crane said the battle for con­ 
servatism cannot be woo in the White 
House, and he urged his followers to 
continue to elect Republican congress­ 
men. 
“There are so many problems that 
our good liberal friends have visited 
on this nation and will continue to vis­ 
it on this nation,” he said. 
CRANE DEFENDED HIS record of 
service to residents of the district, an 
issue on which Frank had criticized 
him. “We have worked hard to best 


serve the long run interests of the 
people of the 12th district,” he said. 
Crane said he was disappointed by 
the defeat of conservative Sen. Robert 
Buckley, R-N. Y., the man Crane 
tried to dominate for President at the 
Republican national convention in 
Kansas City this August. 
Conservative losses such as Buck­ 
ley’s left Crane feeling “not as happy 
as we all would have liked,” he said. 
FINALLY CRANE praised his vol­ 
unteers for what he called “yoeman 
service,” and he thanked the voters 
for “a great birthday present.” Crane 
is 46 years old today. 
Crane never has been seriously 
challenged in a 12th district election. 
The strongest opposition to his can­ 
didacy was mounted in 1974 by Betty 
Spence of Buffalo Grove in a post-Wa- 
tergate election in which Republicans 
lost 43 seats in the House of Represen­ 
tatives. 
Mrs. Spence managed to capture 39 
per cent of the vote in 1974, cutting 
Crane’s majority to a comparatively 
thin 61 per cent.

Porter, 30,487; Keats, 25,890; and Ros­ 
sberger, 11,480. 
Katz, who celebrated his 55th birth­ 
day Tuesday, was hoping for election 
to a seventh term in the Illinois house. 
He wanted to come in second in the 
race behind Porter. Katz said he has 
never run better than third in a gener­ 
al election. 


“In 1976, people vote for who they 
want to vote for. The day of candi­ 
dates getting elected on coattails is 
fast disappearing,” Katz said. 
PORTER, WHO was elected to his 
third term, predicted that he would be 
“the leader of the four when the final 
vote tally is in.” 
Porter attributed his victory “to the 
fact that I’m an incumbent and there 
was a good voter turn-out, and the 
fact that I had a good record in 
Springfield. We have the most sophis­ 
ticated and best-educated voters in Il­ 
linois.” 
“There are just too many Republi­ 
cans” in the first district, Democrat 
Rossberger said in explanation of his 
defeat. “The voters didn’t look at the 
issues — they just voted straight Re­ 
publican. I gained more than I lost. I 
got to meet hundreds of wonderful 
people.”

Paul Sarbanes, who gained 
fame as a member of the House Judiciary Committee’s Watergate 
impeachment investigation. 
VIRGINIA — Sen. Harry Byrd, (I), whose family has held the 
Virginia Senate seat for more than 40 years, easily defeated re­ 
tired Adm. Elmo Zumwalt. Byrd is the only independent in the 
Senate but votes with the Democrats on organizational matters. 
MICHIGAN — Democratic Rep. Don Riegle, whose campaign 
had been marred by revelations he had an extramarital affair 
with a Capitol Hill secretary, beat Republican Rep.

DELAWARE — GOP Rep. Pierre Du Pont won big over in­ 
cumbent Democratic Gov.

INDIANA — Republican incumbent Otis Bowen defeated Demo­ 
cratic Sec. of State Larry Conrad. 
RHODE ISLAND — Democratic Lt. Gov. Joseph Garrahy de­ 
feated Republican James Taft. 
ARKANSAS — Democratic Gov. David Pryor won reelection by 
beating Leon Griffith. 
Democrats also hoped to replace retiring Republican Gov. Dan­ 
iel Evans in Washington with Dixy Lee Ray, former chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commission and the second woman running for 
governor. Democratic hopes of unseating New Hampshire Gov. 
Meldrim Thomson, one of the nation’s most conservative chief 
executives, began to fade when he took an early lead over Demo­ 
crat Harry Spanos. But Democrats appeared likely to win at least 
eight of 14 gubernatorial races despite Bowen’s victory and re­ 
gardless of the outcome of the race between President Ford and 
Jimmy Carter.

In eight states where Ford won or 
was leading, independent candidate 
Eugene McCarthy could have made 
th e difference.

Carter fashioned the old FDR coali­ 
tion putting together southerners, la­ 
bor, blacks and big-city votes. A Har­ 
ris survey showed a huge 81-17 lead 
for Carter among black voters. 


THE GEORGIAN’S margin of victo­ 
ry in such key states as New York 
and Pennsylvania was provided by 
large margins in Philadelphia and 
New York City. The exception ap­ 
peared to be Ohio where Carter was 
not running as strongly as expected in 
the Cleveland area. 
In Massachusetts, meantime, voters 
rejected the first statewide ban on 
handguns proposed in the United 
States. Partial returns showed the 
proposal going down to defeat by a 3 
to 2 margin. 
The proposed ban would have out­ 
lawed private possession of weapons 
with barrels of less than 16 inches. 
Police patrolman’s associations op­ 
posed the measure, while liberal po­ 
lice chiefs such as Boston’s Robert 
diGrazia endorsed it. 


Backers of the proposal argued it 


would cost $45 million to buy back an 
estimated 500,000 handguns licensed 
in the state since 1968. Opponents had 


argued it would cost $125 million to 
repay gun owners for up to one mil­ 
lion handguns believed in circulation 
among Massachusetts six million citi­ 
zens.

U. S. Rep. Abner J. Mikva and his 
Republican challenger Samuel H. 
Young late Tuesday appeared headed 
for a dead heat in the 10th Congres­ 
sional District with less than 500 votes 
separating the two men out of 210,000 
ballots cast. 


With 99 per cent of the precincts 
c o u n t e d , Mikva, the 50-year-old 
Evanston Democrat, was clinging to a 
narrow 466 vote lead with 104,679 
votes comared to Young’s 104,213 
votes. Only eight precincts had not 
been tabulated in the closest of three 
consecutive races between the two 
men since 1972. 


Mickey Gaynor, a spokesman for 
Mikva, said the election would not be 
decided Tuesday because it was so 
close. 


THE RACE WAS A “rubber match” 
between the two men. Young was the 
victor in 1972, and Mikva turned the 
tables and ousted Young in 1974. Mik­ 
vah victory margin this time was 
even smaller than the 51 per cent to­ 
tal he posted in 1974. 


At press time, both men were con­ 
fident but waiting for the final tote 
totals. Supporters said Mikva was 
waiting for the final precincts from 
New Trier Township, a Young strong­ 
hold, to be posted before making a 


final statement. Young said his pro­ 
jections showed him a Wilmer by 3,000 
to 4,000 votes, but he also was 
cautious. 


A strong voter turnout in the elec­ 
tion boosted the candidates ahead of 
the vote totals amassed in the 1974 
race but fell short of the numbers 
posted during the pair’s first meeting 
in 1972. 


MIKVA AND YOUNG headquarters 
were jammed Tuesday night with tal­ 
ly boards showing each candidate 
ahead through most of the evening. 
Young’s campaign workers said they 
were “hopefully optimistic” while 
Mikva’s supporters crossed their fin­ 
gers and cheered with every vote up­ 
date. 


Between the chere, Mikva’s sup­ 
porters admitted they were nervous 
about the slender vote margin their 
man held. Gaynor said the election 
was “headed for the wire.” 


As the candidates scrambled to 
tabulate the votes, Mikva aide James 
Epstein said he believed a number of 
absentee ballots cast for Mikva were 
missing. 


HE SAID BALLOTS apparently nev­ 
er reached precinct headquarters for 
tabulation, and that Mikva workers 
were attempting to track them down. 
Epstein said absentee ballots played a 
key role in Mikva’s narrow 1974 victo­ 
ry.

The amount of vote fraud charges in the Northwest suburbs 
Tuesday was termed “exceptionally low" by the Cook County 
state’s Attorney’s office. Burke Kixmaird, assistant state's attor­ 
ney, said that “numerically, we have about the same volume of 
(vote fraud) complaints as we received in the March 16 primary 
election. If anything, we have less complaints.’’ 
About 300 charges of vote tampering or fraud in Cook County 
were reported to the state’s attorney’s office by 4 p.m., although 
Kinnaird said that most involved “trivial complaints" dealing with 
electioneering or misunderstanding of election rules. Bi the North­ 
west suburbs, “no significant complaints have been received," 
Larry O’Gara of the state’s attorney’s office said. “The Northwest 
suburbs has never had a heavy volume of alleged voting irregula­ 
rities.” 
Kinnaird said that one person was arrested in Chicago on 
charges of electioneering within IOO feet of a public polling place. 
Cook County was divided into IO sections by the state’s attorney’s 
office with each section reporting to Kinnaird’s office for a coun- 
tywide count of vote fraud complaints. More than 350 persons from 
the state’s attorney’s office were on the street to investigate al­ 
leged voting irregularities Tuesday. Most of the complaints re­ 
ceived were offered by election judges and poll watchers, whereas 
in the March 16 primary, complaints were received by many pri­ 
vate citizens, Kinnaird said. 
“Follow-up investigations (on vote fraud charges) are an on­ 
going thing," Kinnaird said. “Sometimes it will come down even 
to a handwriting analysis on the registration." O’Gara, section 
chief for the Northwest suburbs, said that members of state’s 
attorney’s office would be on the job until the ballots are counted, 
“hopefully fairly early since we’re using the votomatic machines." 


Nurses to strike 2 hospitals 


One thousand nurses at two Chicago hospitals said Tuesday they 
will go on strike Wednesday after the failure of federal mediators 
to keep contract talks going. “The strike will begin at 7 a.rn. Wed­ 
nesday at both hospitals," a statement by the nurses said. The 
strike will involve 800 nurses at Cook County Hospital and 200 at Oak 
Forest Hospital. 
A three-hour meeting of representatives of the Illinois Nurses 
Association, the Cook County HospiaPs Governing Commission and 
federal mediators failed to reach “agreement on terms to postpone 
the nurses’ strike," the statement said. Dr. James G. Houghton, 
executive director of the commission, said the commission will go 
to Cook County Circuit Court to seek a back-to-work order once 
the strike begins.

Army overthrows Burundi regime 
A group of army officers in the central African country of Bur­ 
undi has overthrown the 10-year-old regime of President Michel 
Micombero in a bloodless coup, Radio Burundi reported Tuesday. 
The broadcasts, monitored in Kinshasa, said the officers were led 
by Lt. Col. Nel Bagaza, a top man in the Burundi army. The 
broadcast said the officers ousted Micombero, 36, Monday because 
he was talking too much personal power. Micombero, an army 
general, was stripped of all functions and Bagaza took over as 
chief of state, the broadcasts said. 
The new regime closed the frontiers and the airport of Bujum­ 
bura, the capital. Telephone and cable communications between 
Burundi and the outside world were cut and a curfew was im­ 
posed. The radio said the country was calm Tuesday morning and 
work continued as usual. 


Peru to buy Soviet fighter-bombers 
Peru announced Tuesday it would buy 36 supersonic fighter- 
bombers from the Soviet Union in the first Soviet arms sale in 
Latin America outside of Cuba because of Moscow’s better pay­ 
ment terms. Foreign Minister Jose de la Puente said that after 
considering offers from the United States, France, Britain and the 
Soviet Union, Peru decided the Russian proposal “best fitted the 
needs of its air force and of its treasury.” De la Puente denied the 
purchase had any political implications. He said: “Airplanes have 
no ideology,” the foreign minister said. “All countries renew their 
air forces periodically.”

Employer must meet worker religious need 
The Supreme Court Tuesday upheld for the moment the federal 
law that employers must try to accommodate a worker’s religious 
needs but the justcies could tackle the issue again any time.

‘Joke’ on Dents gets no laughs

It was all meant as a practical joke, 
but no one was laughing in the end. 
Rheamah Collier Lange said she 
and a friend were only trying to play 
a practical joke on Palatipe Township 
Democrats Monday night when they 
tried to place a sign on the window of 
party headquarters at 234 N. North­ 
west Hwy. The sign read “Closed due 
to lack of interest.” 
Paul A. McWilliams, whose law of­ 
fice is located in the office in front of 
the Democrats, didn’t appreciate the 
joke or the fact that the sign was 
being put up in his window. 
HE TOLD MRS. Lange and her 


companion, a Republican election 
judge whom she did not name, to re­ 
move the sign because it constituted 
criminal trespass. 


“He carried on for about IO min­ 
utes,” she said Tuesday outside the 
Democratic Township headquarters 
where she was picketing. 


“I couldn’t believe it. He said we 
were defacing his property and he 
would file charges against us. I 
wasn’t doing it against the Demo­ 
crats. It was strickly a joke. If some­ 
thing really bad had been done to the 
headquarters like throwing paint on 
it, I would have been there to stop it.” 
Mrs. Lange said she was disturbed 


by the incident enough to take the 
matter one step further. She made a 
sign, put it on a wooden stick and 
from noon until dark Tuesday pa­ 
raded in front of the headquarters. 
The sign read “Bow Please, Demo­ 
cratic headquarters, or is it a private 
law office.” 
MRS. LANGE’S picketing did not 
bother officials in the Democratic 
headquarters. “She’s within her rights 
to picket,” David Little, a Democratic 
precinct captain, said. “I’d help her 
hold the sign if I could.” 
Little said Mrs. Lange was under 
the misconception that McWilliams’ 
law office is the Democratic head­ 
quarters.

front window are in McWilliams’ law 
office in the front of the building. The 
party headquarters are to the rear of 
the law office with no outside window.

Rhodesia ends Mozambique raid 


SALISBURY, Rhodesia (UPI) — 
Rhodesian forces ended a two-day air 
and armored attack on black nation­ 
alist camps in Mozambique Tuesday 
and claimed to have destroyed seven 
black guerrilla bases and killed hun­ 
dreds of guerrillas. 


The Rhodesian news agency, quot­ 
ing security sources, said the Rhode­ 
sian forces had returned from Mo­ 
zambique where they had struck at 
the bases with armored cars, helicop­ 
ter gunships and jet strike aircraft. 
The government refused immediate 


Hard bargaining begins in Geneva 


GENEVA, Switzerland (UPI) — 
Rival black and white Rhodesian lead­ 
ers had their first hard bargaining 
session Tuesday but remained bitterly 
divided on fixing a date for black ma­ 
jority rule in Rhodesia. 


Ivor Richard, the British chairman 
of the Rhodesia Conference, said af­ 
terwards “hard negotiations have be­ 
gun'' and said he had persuaded all 
sides to have another meeting today. 
Richard said he was “satisfied” 
with the session, which was restricted 
to the leaders of the four black and 
one white delegations and two ad­ 
visers. 


HOWEVER, PRIME Minister Ian 
Smith, adamant on strict adherence to 
Sec. of State Henry Kissinger’s origi­ 
nal plan for black rule in two years, 
said he “definitely” would return 
home today after the second bargain­ 
ing session. 


Asked when he would return to Gen­ 
eva, Smith replied, “When they are 
ready to get on with it, I’ll come 
back.” By “it” Smith meant negotia­ 
tions on the basis of the Kissinger 
package. 


Smith said he was returning to Sa­ 
lisbury because of the slow pace of 


the conference and because he has 
more urgent things to do at home. 


Smith said the fixing of an indepen­ 
dence date, when Rhodesia would be­ 
come Zimbabwe under full black ma­ 
jority rule, “depends on how long it 
takes them (the blacks) to come to 
their senses.” 


BLACK LEADERS said as far as 
they were concerned, progress was 
being made. 


“We are making progress but Smith 
is not,” said Robert Mugabe, militant 
leader of the Zimbabwe African Na­ 
tional Union. 


“We are making progress in the 
right direction,” said Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa, of the African National 
Council. 


The black leaders demand indepen­ 
dence under majority rule by Sept. I 
next year with an interim government 
elected on the basis of one-man, one- 
vote. 


A British spokesman said Richard 
would call in officials from the vari­ 
ous delegations this morning to “draw 
up a document, a paper, a study,” 
which would be presented to the dele­ 
gation leaders in the afternoon. 


Court rules if Congress 
gets to see wiretap data 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The U.S. 
Court of Appeals Tuesday set out to 
decide whether the President can pre­ 
vent Congress from seeing national 
security wiretap records because of 
the risk it might lead to public dis­ 
closure. 


President Ford called this risk 
‘•unacceptable” and a lower court en­ 
joined the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Co. from turning over FBI 
wiretap request letters being subpoe­ 
naed by the House oversight subcom­ 
mittee. 


Chairman John E. Moss, D-Calif., in 
appealing that decision, made it clear 
he would carry his confrontation with 
executive power to the Supreme 
Court, if necessary. The appeals court 
took the case under advisement after 
a hearing. 


E. BARRETT PRETTYM AN Jr., 
subcommittee attorney, said allowing 
the President this “extraordinary” 
executive privilege would “deter the 
right of Congress to check against 
abuses through its oversight over ex­ 


ecutive functions.” 
“The same principle could be ap­ 
plied on any type of activity such as 
housebreaking, opening the mail and 
the like,” Prettyman said. 


In this case, he said, the subcom­ 
mittee only wants to be sure they are 
not domestic wiretaps conducted un­ 
der the “guise” of national security 
surveillance to avoid having to get 
court warrants. 


Assistant Atty. Gen. Rex E. Lee ar­ 
gued the constitution gives the Presi­ 
dent the final word. 


Lee said every House member 
would have a legal access to the se­ 
cret records and the subcommittee 
could decide by majority vpte to re­ 
lease the records unless the full House 
intervened. 


Prettyman said subcommittee staff 
members with security clearances 
routinely deal with CIA and FBI se­ 
crets and are now keeping over 
500,000 sensitive documents in vaults. 
He said there has never been a single 
leak. 


FTC to probe coaching 
services for college tests 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Feder­ 
al Trade Commission announced an 
investigation 
Tuesday 
of 
whether 
companies offering crash courses for 
college entrance tests to millions of 
high school students are really de­ 
frauding their customers. 
The FTC said it wants to know if 
the courses can increase test scores, 
and whether the amount of increase is 
as great as advertised. 
In announcing the investigation, the 
FTC said it was not prejudging the 
coaching industry, but making the 
probe public as part of its standard 
policy. It said it wants to determine 
whether the operators of coaching ser­ 
vices “are engaged in unfair or de­ 
ceptive acts or practices.” 
THERE ARE MORE than 2.5 mil­ 
lion new students each year, and most 
colleges require some kind of en­ 
trance test. The most common is the 
SAT, the Standard Aptitude Test ad­ 
ministered by the College Entrance 
Examination Board, usually during 
the student’s junior or senior year in 
high school. 
A board spokesman said 1.4 million 
students take the SAT every year, ad­ 
ding: 
“We do not recommend coaching 
schools because we feel that the SAT 
measures verbal and mathematical 
abilities — not achievements — that 
have been developed over a lifetime. 
Any two-week crash course is not the 
kind of thing that’s going to affect the 
performance on the test.” 
The board said studies made in 1968 
indicate coaching will yield only “in­ 
significant increases in scores.” 
It said one student in 15 will find 
that his score increases by IOO points 
or more between his junior and senior 
years, regardless of whether he is 
c o a c h e d , and tutors sometimes 
wrongly point to those particular stu­ 
dents as proof that outside help was 


valuable. 
“Among those from whom informa­ 
tion may be sought in this in­ 
vestigation are operators of test prep­ 
aration centers, review courses or 
coaching schools, as well as educa­ 
tors, statiticians, psychologists and 
consumers,” the FTC said.

MANY VOTERS were disgusted 
with long waits during the morning 
rush hours, but few left the polling 
places without casting their choices 
on the punchcard voting machine that 
looks like a suitcase on legs.

It was easy for people who were 
prepared and had read the instruc­ 
tions on how to vote before they 
came,” said Bill Harkins, Elk Grove 
Village. 
“ It was slow today because it’s 
something new and it’s the first time 
for everyone. People are a little inhib­ 
ited by the machine, but once they try 
it, they seem to like it,” he said. 
Don Bellm, Republican precinct 
captain in Palatine Township Pre­ 
cinct 38 reported at 3 p.m. that more 
than IOO persons left Geppetto’s res­ 
taurant, 1719 Rand Rd., Palatine, 
without voting. 
The 38th precinct has 5,000 persons 
on its voters’ rolls, the largest pre­ 
cinct in the township, hut only six vot­ 
ing machines were used. 
“I see no evidence of voter apathy 
today,” said Bill Rose, a Democratic 
precinct captain in Elk Grove Town­ 
ship. 
MORE THAN 55 per cent of the reg­ 
istered voters in some precincts had 
voted by 3 p.m., Rose said. He pre­ 
dicted the turnout would exceed 80 
per cent, although many voters were 
forced to wait more than one hour. 
At Precinct 47 in Schaumburg 
Township, voters most of the day 
were told they would have to wait at 
least 90 minutss, but after signing in 
they were allowed to leave and return 
later. 
“They said this would be faster but 
it doesn’t seem to be. A lot of people 
would just as soon flip the levers in 
the old voting booths” said Bruce 
Deardorff, another Elk Grove resident 
who cast his vote at Marshall School, 


711 Chelmsford Ave., Elk Grove Vil­ 
lage. 
That sentiment seemed common 
there. 
“There’s enough voter apathy and 
this could make it even worse. This 
waiting for an hour will discourage 
voters from showing up at the polls 
next time around,” said Connie Bel­ 
wood, 840 Wellington Ave., Elk Grove 
Village. “And why are they only us­ 
ing them in the suburbs? Why aren’t 
the Votomatics being used in the City 
of Chicago?” 
COOK COUNTY, which coordinates 
the election in the suburbs, decided to 
go to the Votomatic system this year 
because old suburban voting machin­ 
es could not handle all candidate 


choices. Chicago is under a separate 
election authority, the Chicago Board 
of Election Commissioners. The city 
is using the old voting machines and 
paper ballots. 
Ruby 
Cunningham, 
an 
election 
judge for the 57th precinct in Elk 
Grove Township said a few spirits 
were dampened by the long morning 
wait but that the voter lines had 
thinned by afternoon. 
“Once they try the machines, they 
seem to like them. And I especially 
like them because I won’t have to 
spend hours and hours after the polls 
close counting the ballots,” she said. 
“It’s one of the smartest things any­ 
one has done for America in a long 
time.”

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CIA chief during Watergate 
Helms quits as ambassador to Iran 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Adminis­ 
tration sources said Tuesday that 
Richard Helms, the man who headed 
the Central Intelligence Agency dur­ 
ing the Watergate affair, has sub­ 
mitted his resignation as U.S. am­ 
bassador to Iran. 
Helms had wanted the resignation 
to be made public before the results 
of the presidential election were an­ 
nounced, sources said, but the White 
House staff was involved in the final 
flurry of the campaign and the press 
office never got around to putting out 
the announcement. 
The sources said Helms, who is 64 
and has been in public service for 
over 30 years, timed his resignation 
as “his way of divorcing himself from 
politics.” 
It is customary for presidential ap­ 
pointees, including ambassadors, to 
submit their resignations automatical­ 
ly when a new administration takes 
over in Washington. 
Helms served as director of the CIA

• A West German freighter Tues­ 
day rescued young American adven­ 
turer Robert Gainer and radioed he 
was in “very good condition” despite 
19 days adrift aboard a rudderless 
sailboat in which he hoped to sail 
around the world. Gainer, of Hills­ 
dale, N.J., sailed from New York 
harbor Oct. 2 in a bid to become the 
first American to sail around the 
world alone in a sloop. On Oct. 13, he 
reported hull damage and an engine 
breakdown, then was not heard from 
until last Saturday. 
• Romanian Orthodox Archbishop 
Valerian Trifa, facing federal charges 
he participated in Nazi war crimes 
and the slayings of an estimated 
10,000 persons, says he has not de­ 
cided how to respond to a request that 
he resign from the National Council of 
Churches governing board.

• Two men and a woman were or­ 
dered Monday to appear for arraign­ 
ment Nov. 15 on charges of kidnap, 
ing influential pop music figure Lou 
Adler, president of Ode Records. Ad­ 
ler, who discovered “The Mamas and 
the Papas” and other popular rock 
groups, and an aide, Neil Silver, were 
kidnaped from Adler’s Malibu home 
Sept. I and released the next day af­ 
ter payment of a $25,000 ransom. 
Charged with kidnaping, robbery and 
conspiracy were Zoltan Rakish, 38, 
Sandor Nagy, 38, and Vernrica Fra- 
novich, 26. 
• Nine women say they are organ­ 
izing the first all-female expedition to 
explore the wilds of South America. 
Team leader Carolyn Olton said “It’s 
about time girls had a chance at this 
business of expeditions and explor­ 
ation.” She said she and her all-wom­ 
an team will leave London Jan. 20 for 
a three-month exploration of the giant 
Atrato swamp in Colombia, a huge, 
flooded wonderland in the northwest 
of the country. The expedition’s main 
purpose is to film the swamp’s wild­ 
life.

BEFO RE THEN, he said, he spent 
most of his 56 years at an institution 
in Lincoln. They never let him vote, 
he said.

When 
she cried for water, her step­ 
father drank water in front of 
her, according to police ac­ 
counts, and offered the little girl 
Tabasco sauce. 


After death rescued Melisha, 
an autopsy showed numerous 
bruises all over her body. Hand­ 
prints were visible on her flesh 
and a kidney was injured. She 
died of shock. 


Incredibly, the mother and 
stepfather had been convicted of 
child abuse in 1973 in an incident 


involving Melisha, and she had 
been placed in a foster home 
while they served a one-year 
sentence. She was returned to 
them last May. 


The case was reminiscent of 
t h e Johnny Lindquist child 
abuse death in Chicago several 
years ago. 


Reading about Melisha stirred 
a mixture of rage and great sor­ 
row among Northwest suburban 
residents, and The Herald re­ 
ceived letters from people ask­ 
ing what they might do. 


Typical of the reaction came 
from Edward Heller of Arling­ 
ton Heights: 


“My daughter, who is three, 
happened to have been sitting on 
my lap at the time I read the 
article. I couldn’t believe what I 
had read so I read it again. I felt 
like exploding. Never have I ex­ 
perienced more hate and anger 
within me than at that moment, 
directed both at the people who 
committed their monstrous act 
and myself for allowing some­ 
thing like this to occur and not 
doing anything about it. 


“Later that evening as I sat 
alone, I again read the article, 
only this time it was not with 
dry eyes that I finished i t . . . I 
still do not know what I will do, 
but I am going to find out. If 
anyone else feels as I do, please 
call me so we can talk and be­ 
tween us perhaps start some­ 
thing.” 


Heller began a letter-writing 
campaign, expressing his feel­ 
ings to the U.S. Supreme Court, 
the high courts of Illinois and 
Tennessee, President Ford and 
congressmen. 


In Hoffman Estates, Georgene 
Edwards launched a petition 
drive. Together with her sisters, 
who passed the petition around 
among fellow workers in Chi­ 
cago, they obtained 383 signa­ 
tures. 


The petition, directed to the 
chief judge of the Cook County 
Circuit Court, asked for stronger 
judicial leadership in dealing 
with child abuse. 


The efforts of these and other 
persons could be a source of per­ 
sonal satisfaction, were weak­ 


nesses of the system that con­ 
tributed to Melisha’s death not 
so frustratingly enduring. 


Child abuse is a little-under­ 
stood phenomenon, more wide­ 
spread than most people realize. 
Evil is the back side of good, 
and child abusers are often 
people haunted by feelings they 
cannot control. Many would seek 
help if they did not fear losing 
their child. 


In many child abuse cases — 
perhaps the majority — the 
child would be better off staying 
in the home environment, pro­ 
vided the parents can be super­ 
vised and can work out their 
problems without taking them 
out on their children. 


There must be middle ground 
between taking a child from his 
parents and letting known abu­ 
sers have full responsibility for 
the child’s upbringing. Protect­ 
ing children from child abusers 
— and protecting the abusers 
from themselves — is an ex­ 
pensive thing, requiring special 
social service, but anyone read­ 
ing Melisha’s story knows it 
would be money well spent. 


Hopefully, we’ll never get answer 
What if swine flu arrives late?

The $135 million Congress appro­ 
priated for the nationwide swine flu 
inoculation program could be one of 
the best investments the country ever 
made. Or it could turn out to have 
been the biggest medical false alarm 


in recent history. 
It depends, of course, on whether 
swine flu does break out this winter. 
So far, not a single case has been re­ 
ported anywhere in the world since it 
was identified in five recruits at Ft. 
Dix, N.J., last February, and some

medical experts continue to question 
the wisdom of trying to immunize 200 
million people against something that 
may never occur. 
Why the alarm in the first place? 
For one reason, die appearance of a 
new strain of influenza has always re­ 
sulted in a worldwide pandemic sim­ 
ply because most people have no im­ 
munity to it, and the Ft. Dix strain 
was new in that it hadn’t been seen in 
human beings since early in the cen­ 
tury. 
For another, news of the discovery 
immediately recalled the devastating 
flu pandemic of 1918-19, which in­ 
volved a similar virus and which 
killed 20 million people worldwide, in­ 
cluding some 500,000 in the United 
States. 
Thus no one disputed the need to 
begin developing and producing a 
swine flu vaccine. The question was 
whether the vaccine should be admin­ 
istered on a universal scale or merely 
stockpiled in case mass inoculation 
became necessary. 
One of those who favored the stock­ 
pile approach was the doctor who 
identified the Ft. Dix virus, Martin 
Goldfield, assistant commissioner of 
the New Jersey Department of 
Health. 
“I thought it was unwise,” he is 
quoted in a publication of Boston Uni­ 
versity Medical Center, *10 prepare 
irrevocably to immunize an entire 
population before knowing the fre­ 
quency or severity of side effects and 
efficacy of the vaccine . . . I recom­ 
mended manufacturing the vaccine 
and preparing to deliver it if needed.” 
Proponents of vaccination argued, 
however, that stockpiling would be 
u e e l e e s because influenza could 
spread feater then people could be im­ 
munised. It takes about two weeks for 


an inoculation to develop full immun­ 
ity, and millions could be infected in 
that time. The only safe course was to 
assume the worst — that there would 
be a swine flu epidemic — and to take 
steps to prevent it. 
Tins was the opinion which pre­ 
vailed on President Fwd, who called 
for the mass inoculation program last 
March. Interestingly enough, just the 
opposite decision was later made by 
Canadian health authorities who after 
a similar controversy decided to 
stockpile the vaccine and to offer it on 
a voluntary basis only to certain high- 
risk groups. 
The matter has become further con­ 
fused in the mind of the public be­ 
cause of Hie unfortunate deaths of a 
number of elderly people at the begin­ 
ning of the inoculation program. Even 
though medical authorities are agreed 
that the vaccine had nothing to do 
with the deaths, the program was 
temporarily suspended in many areas 
and has yet to pick up foil steam. 
As things appear now, most Ameri­ 
cans will be inoculated against swine 
flu in the coming weeks. The coining 
weeks will also tell whether it was a 
wise and necessary precaution or a 
tremendous waste of money and ef­ 
fort But even if a waste, it will have 
been so only in the sense that fire in­ 
surance is a waste if your house never 
catches on fire. 
Goldfield, however, raises another 
disturbing question. 
What happens, he asks, if we immu­ 
nize everybody in the fall' and swine 
flu appears the following spring, after 
immunization has worn off and we’ve 
run out of vaccine? 
We hope this is one question about 
the {peat swine flu puzzle that win not 
have to be answered.

Garbage strike 
averted; pact OKd 


A strike by 1,800 garbage collection drivers in the Chicago met­ 
ropolitan area was averted when the membership of three Team­ 
sters union locals voted to accept a new three-year contract with 
the Chicago and Suburban Refuse Disposal Assn. The agreement 
announced Tuesday provides a wage increase of $1.80 an hour 
during the three-year period, plus a maximum cost-of-living ad­ 
justment of 22 cents an hour in the second year of the contract and 
23 cents an hour in the third year. Drivers and helpers working for 
the association’s 150 member firms are members of Teamsters 
locals 731 in Chicago, 705 in Maywood and Kankakee and 423 in 
Aurora. They serve customers in apartment buildings, commercial 
and industrial firms. An initial 75 cent an hour wage increase, 
retroactive to Oct. I, will increase the hourly wage rate to $7.77 for 
chauffeurs, $7.58 for helpers, $7.92 for drivers of semi-trailers and 
up to $8.30 for chauffeurs of other types of equipment. Wage rates 
will rise 55 cents an hour Oct. I, 1977, and 50 cents an hour Oct. I, 
1978. William Woldman, secretary treasurer of Local 731, said 
earnings will be $4,680 a year higher for a guaranteed 40 hour 
work week, than the previous rates under a contract which ex­ 
pired Sept. 30. Additional fringe benefits will increase total com­ 
pensation, said Albert Hoekstra, executive director of the employ­ 
er association. 


FFC shaves gas price hike 


The Federal Power Commission Tuesday tentatively shaved pen­ 
nies off the natural gas price hike it granted producers earlier this 
year, a move that ultimately could save consumers hundreds of 
millions of dollars. A spokesman for the FPC said a commission 
majority approved the rates “in principle” and will issue the de­ 
tailed order Friday. The rates appear to be nearly the same as 
those the commission announced July 27, which almost tripled the 
price which producers can get on gas from new wells that is sold 
across state lines, but the full nationwide effect of the cutback will 
be large. The commission estimated the average gas-using 
household will have its bill increased only about $10-$15 a year, 
becase the production price of gas is only a fraction of the retail 
bill. It reconsidered its July 27, order after several interest groups 
protested the rates as too high and unjustified. The exact new 
rates and their scope will not be known until the order is made 
effective officially Friday. 


4 more banks cuts lending rate 


Four more major Chicago banks have reduced their prime lend­ 
ing rate from 6% per cent to 6% per cent to join th Continental 
Illinois National Bank which made the cutback last week. The 
First National Bank said the lower rate became effective Tuesday, 
and the Harris Bank, Northern Illinois Trust Co. and the Central 
National Bank of Chicago said the new rate goes into effect 
Wednesday. 


Ag hit on hiring women 


Senior oficials at the U.S. Agriculture Dept, have been told they 
are not doing a good job of getting more women into high ranking 
posts in the department’s agencies. “The department has made 
very little gain in improving its status 0 women during the past 18 
months,” Acting Sec. John A. Knebel said in a memorandum cir­ 
culated recently to agency heads. Department records, according 
to Knebel, show that nationwide employment of women in Agricul­ 
ture Dept, agencies rose from 24.03 per cent of the total depart­ 
ment work force in December, 1974, to 24.66 per cent last June. 
The department continued to lag far behind the government’s fe­ 
male employment percentage which stood at 42.1 per cent in Octo­ 
ber, 1975. 


Tax form delay seen 


Chicago area tax payers will receive their form 1040 and 1040 A 
income tax packages later this year than in 1975 due to the enact­ 
ment of the Tax Reform Act of 1976, Charles Miriani, district 
director of the Invernal Revenue Service (IRS), said. Delivery of 
most tax forms should be completed by early January, Miriani 
said. He said public information publications should be available 
at IRS offices in January. 


CF Industries open house 


A media open house is scheduled Thursday at the new CF In­ 
dustries headquarters on Salem Lake Drive, Long Grove. The 
company provides chemical fertilizers to farmers through farm 
supply cooperatives. CF Industries operations include manufac­ 
turing, exploration of resources, transportation and petroleum re­ 
fining. 


Tax-exempt investments 
to be easier under new law 


Just last week we were examining 
the serious problem of improper book­ 
keeping in city halls all across the na­ 
tion. A study by a major accounting 
firm indicated that all too many cities 
are inadequately or improperly re­ 
porting their true financial picture, 
particularly when they seek to borrow 
funds for municipal improvements. 
Ifs serious because we as taxpayers 
end up holding the bag if our city gets 
too deeply into debt. 


Now, because of some provisions 
in the new 1976 Tax Reform Law, the 
problem may also be of concern to 
you as an investor. 


Investing in tax-exempt municipal 
bonds (IOUs issued by cities when 
they borrow) has long been the do­ 
main of the wealthy. 
BUT SOME technical changes in the 
new law are likely to make this kind 
of investment much more appealing 
to small investors. 


The new law will permit mutual 
funds to begin offering tax-exempt 
packages in more attractive wrapp­ 
ings than they had been able to in the 
past. Prior to the changes in the law 
the mutual funds could offer tax-ex­ 
empt packages only in the form of 
“unit trusts” or “limited partner­ 
ships.” Both of these contained techni­ 
cal provisions which did not make 
sale of them to the broad public seem 
to be a profitable prospect.

WHERE IS THE LARGEST WA­ 
TERFALL IN THE WORLD? 


The highest waterfall in the world is 
Angel Fails, located on Mount Auyan- 
tepui, a plateau in eastern Venezuela. 
Its total height is 3,212 feet, and it 
boasts one unbroken drop of 2,648 
feet. Higher by 1,000 feet than any 
other known falls, it was discovered 
in 1935 by James Angel, an American 
pilot. This find was by accident rather 
than design. The aviator was really 
searching for gold in a stream at the 
top of Mount Auyantepui. 


Based on the average annual flow, 
the greatest waterfall in the world is 
the Guaira. on the Alto Parana River 
between Brazil and Paraguay. Also 
called the Salto dos Site Quedas, its 
estimated average flow over the 5,300- 
yard wide lip is 470,000 cubic feet per 
second. At its peak the flow is

1,750,000 cubic feet per second. 
To view the widest waterfalls in the 
world, you would need to travel half­ 
way around the globe to Laos, a coun­ 
try, in Southeast Asia. Here are the 
famous Khone Falls, which reach 50 
to 70 feet high and boast a width of 
almost seven miles. 


In North America, the highest wa­ 
terfall award goes to Ribbon Falls, 
which drops 1,612 feet straight down 
the Yosemite Valley in California. 
Fed by a creek that rises in the moun­ 
tains above the valley, the water cas­ 
cades down a narrow gorge before 
emptying into the Merced River. By 
the end of summer. Ribbon Falls usu­ 
ally has dried up, but winter rains 
and snow bring torrents of water sur­ 
ging forth with renewed vigor. 


A fall which has a small volume of 
water such as Upper Yosemite Falls 
in California may be called a cascade. 
Those with a large volume of water, 
Niagara Falls, tor example, are 
called cataracts.

plied to a series of rapids or falls tiny plants and animals from the sur-

It’s not all downhill

Ever since Judith Viorst left 
home, “a nice middle-class girl 
from New Jersey planning to live 
a life of wild abandon in Green­ 
wich Village, with my mother 
calling every day to tell me ‘what­ 
ever you’re doing, don’t do it’,” 
she has been chronicling her life 
and “the lives of an awful lot of 
women like me” in books of light­ 
hearted poetry. 


Her latest book, “How Did I Get 
to Be 40 and Other Atrocities,” 
(Simon and Schuster) takes a look 
at the decade of “the sagging 
kneecap and upper eyelid droop.” 


The earlier books are “The Vil­ 
lage Square,” “It’s Hard to Be 
Hip Over 30 and Other Tragedies 
of Married Life” and “People and 
Other Aggravations.” 


“Each decade in a woman’s life 
is a milestone that requires deal­ 
ing with,” Mrs. Viorst said in an 
interview. “You don’t just sort of 
slide into them. You give up cer­ 
tain things; you come into your 
own in certain ways.” 


SHE FEELS 40 is a little more 
difficult to deal with because “a 
lot of things tend to get kind of 
fixed.” 


“When you’re 40, there are 
things that you put away forever. 
Really put away forever. Even 
when you’re 30, you can probably 
go to medical school if you really 
decided that you wanted to be a 
brain surgeon. At 40, that whole 
kind of open-ended feeling about 
life is simply not there any more. 


“You will never read all the 
books, go to all the places, be­ 
come the president of the United 
States or a love goddess or a ten­ 
nis star because those things are 
over.” 


Today the wife of political 
writer Milton Viorst, her mother’s 
fears that she would marry 
“somebody of a different race, 
color or creed that would give her 


at least a heart attack” went un­ 
founded. The couple live in Wash­ 
ington, D. C., with their three 
sons, Anthony, 15, Nicholas, 13, 
and Alexander, 9 — “all jocks,” 
interested only in sports. 


WHILE HER POEMS zero in 
with hilarious accuracy on life’s 
foibles, Mrs. Viorst, an ultra-chic 
woman with a warm personality, 
is quick to point out that she 
doesn’t “go bouncing through life 
chuckling.” 


“I tend to see things sadly and 
then to deal with them humorous­ 
ly at some point.” 


And being in your 40s isn’t all 
down hill, she said. “A woman in 
her 40s enjoys the knowledge that 
she is a very specific person — 
less narcissistic and more gener­ 
ous than she was earlier in life.” 


There is a mid-life crisis, not 
only for women but for men, Mrs. 
Viorst said, “a time of self-con­ 
frontation, reassessment — some 
kind of genuine knowledge that 
you’re not immortal.” 


THE WOMEN’S movement has 
helped American women to better 
define themselves outside of men- 
women relationships, she said, but 
she thinks that aging is still more 
of a problem for women and that 
it really becomes an issue when 
they get into their 40s. 


One reason for this is that se­ 
xuality is probably tied more to 
youth here than in other countries, 
Mrs. Viorst said. Men, she feels, 
“can more easily parlay power, 
charm, intelligence and money 
into sexuality than women can, so 
that if they’re not attractive and 
if they’re aging, they can seduce 
with these other qualities.” 


“When women are not attractive, 
they can be powerful smart, 
charming, but it is hard to trans­ 
late that into sexual terms,” she 
said. “Somebody said a woman 
who looked like Henry Kissinger 
would not make out as well as 
Henry Kissinger. They meant se­ 


xually, and I think that’s cor­ 
rect.” 


Mrs. Viorst, who has been mar­ 
ried for 16 years and readily ad­ 
mits that her own “conspiratorial 
powers are very poor,” doesn’t 
think having an affair bolsters a 
marriage. 


“WHAT I REALLY think people 
ought to do is not get married un­ 
til they are 30 — that they ought 
to have interesting, varied, good 
relationships with other people. 
Then they ought to settle down 
and stay faithful. 


“I think what we see is an awful 
lot (rf women in their 40s who got 
married young, who never had a 
relationship with another man, 
who are really feeling, My God if 
I don’t do it now nobody will want 
me in a few years. Or they 
don’t do it, but they feel this kind 
of almost sexual rage and dis­ 
appointment that they’ve missed 
something. 


“I think some women can come 
to terms with that, but for some 
women it is really a sense of loss, 
particularly since the period of 
the ’60s. They watch their young 
daughters doing things that their 
mother would have killed them if 
they did.” 


* Mrs. Viorst, who does a monthly 
column for Redbook magazine, 
doesn’t feel marriage is outdated. 


“MARRIAGE IS something that 
can hold you together during peri­ 
ods of unlove while you work it 
out.” 


She also feels men need the se­ 
curity of marriage as much as 
women. “I really don’t think men 
are a different breed — mere tom 
cats, emotionally shallow, uncar­ 
ing. I think that they need to know 
that there’s somebody that they 
can absolutely count on to love 
them and be there just as women 
do, and I think that’s very nice. 
That the need is mutual.”

Club image changing

There’s a change going on in today’s women’s 
clubs. Gone are the posh luncheons, flowered hats 
and cutesy projects, and in their stead you’ll find 
discussions on crime prevention and estate planning 
by a membership which includes many working 
women. 
With more than IO million members worldwide and 
a local contingent of 32 clubs in the Northwest sub­ 
urbs and northwest Chicago, the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs (GFWC) has the distinction of 
being the largest women’s organization in the world. 
Started in 1890, the group was influential in obtaining 
women’s suffrage. But ever since, it has coped with 
an image problem stereotyping its members as 
society matrons tied to homemade cookies. Member­ 
ship rosters declined as women branched out into 
other volunteer activities and paid employment, and 
the woman’s club seemed destined to become an 
anachronism. 
No longer. The local district just added a new club 
in Prospect Heights, and the 12 existing clubs are 
once again growing. 
The junior women’s clubs (traditionally the organi­ 
zation’s younger, more active women) meet eve­ 
nings, and several regular women’s clubs are follow­ 
ing suit. More divorced women are joining ranks, as 
are women without children. As Mount Prospect’s 
Connie Carosielli puts it, “Ifs a whole new ballgame 
these days.” 
“YEARS AGO, THE club’s main draw was as an 
outlet for mothers of preschoolers who were itching 
to get out of the house and do something,” says Mrs. 
Carosilelli, a five-year member of the junior wom­ 
an’s club. “It still plays a role, but now there are 
more gals without kids, and about 20 per cent of our 
club are working full or part-time. With so many 
demands these days, a woman’s club has to offer a 
lot more.” 
Barbara Sheldon, district junior director, agrees. 
While the clubs are still a good way to meet new 
people in a transient area, “we’ve come a long way 
from the days of fashion show luncheons,” she says. 
“You don’t have to wear your best dress anymore,” 
says Mrs. Sheldon with a laugh. “We’ve gone from a 
primarily social organization to one that stresses ser­ 
vice to the community.” 
That community service has traditionally been 
aimed at libraries, hospitals and schools (GFWC 
started 85 per cent of the nation’s libraries alone), 
but local philanthropic efforts are now expanding to 
include crime prevention programs and voter regis­ 
tration drives. 
On the national level, recent projects have includ­ 
ed a program with the New York Stock Exchange to 
educate women about finance, support of a resolu­ 


tion calling for mandatory jail sentences for con­ 
victed rapists and support of the Equal Rights 
Amendment. 
AS MORE MEMBERS take up paid employment, 
the women’s clubs have responsed by centralizing 
departments of activity, easing membership require­ 
ments for working women and eliminating several 
time-consuming projects. 
“With so many other demands, spending hours 
trimming stamps didn’t take long to bite the dust,” 
says Mrs. Carosielli. “Today’s members aren’t likely 
to stay as long as they would have years ago . . . 
there has to be a need locally, a relevancy here and 
now.” 
Part of that relevancy is a new emphasis on the 
potential for professional advancement through club 
work. Leadership training and organization skills 
learned through club work when the member’s chil­ 
dren are still at home can — and do — carry through 
to the work force when the children enter school. 
“It used to be that women joined us out of a per­ 
sonal need,” says Vina Miller, president of the Illi­ 
nois Federation of Women’s Clubs. “Now, it’s an 
outlet for their talents, and we’re helping them learn 
new skills as well.” 
But while much has changed (Mi the woman’s club 
scene, traditional lifestyles still retain an important 
place in the goals and outlooks of the members. 
“FOR MOST OF OUR gals, the primary interest is 
home and family,” says Mrs. Sheldon. “Certainly, 
women are becoming more aware, and we’ve had 
NOW (National Organization for Women) members 
speak at our meetings. But I’d say the women’s 
movement hasn’t had much of an impact here.” 
Adds Donna Hartley, seventh district president, 
“The regular women’s clubs don’t reflect the fact 
that many older women are going back to work 
when their children leave school. . . we’re still pret­ 
ty conventional.” 
While the General Federation approved the ERA 
resolution, Illinois failed to affirm it four years ago. 
Programs still identify members by their husbands’ 
names, and single women are still, for the most part, 
hard to find at club meetings. 
But, as Mrs. Miller points out, the GFWC was one 
of the first “women’s lib” groups, and the organiza­ 
tion is still reflecting that heritage A new depart­ 
ment on the status of women has been added to the 
roster, and “we’ll change slowly, but we will 
change,” says Mrs. Hartley. 
“The women’s movement has affected our atti­ 
tudes about ourselves,” says Mrs. Carosielli. 
“There’s no longer that stereotype of competitiveness 
.. .ifs given us a new respect for each other. We’re 
learning from each other, and there’s still that mar­ 
velous intangible of good friendships. That much 
hasn’t changed.”

Stomach pains may 


result from dieting 


I am 13. A couple of months ago I went on a starvation diet. 
Now everytime I put food in my stomach I get very bad pains in 
my sides, back and stomach. I went to the doctor and he said 
I had an infection of the urinary tract. Do you think the infection is 
causing the pain or do you think the problem is in my stomach? 


My tentative answer is no to both questions. Your letter disturbs 
me because young girls your age are susceptible to a condition 
called anorexia nervosa. The problem begins with the girl thinking 
she is overweight and going on a severe diet — as you have done 
— or even inducing vomiting after eating to “become thin.” 


The girl loses proper perspective of her own body image and 
imagines she is fatter than she really is. With her very real dis­ 
tortion of the facts she persists on a starvation diet and gradually 
becomes emaciated and has a severe disturbance in normal hor­ 
monal development. Such a girl may not have normal men­ 
struation. In fact, menses may be totally absent. 


Unfortunately the victim is sufficiently out of touch with the 
realities of the situation that she seldom accepts facts and 
frequently cannot manage her own case. She needs professional 
help. 


I would wonder if your starvation diet was not the beginning of 
this problem for you. It centers around the problems of endocrine 
changes and puberty, involving psychological aspects of devel- 
oopment. Having a physical reaction to eating when you think 
eating is going to make you fat, even if you are not fat, may well 
be the cause of your pain. 


I don’t doubt that you have a urinary tract infection. Your resis­ 
tance to infection may be lowered. 


Let me urge you to make a factual appraisal of whether or not 
you have lost weight. If you have lost quite a few pounds, I hope 
you will make arrangements to get some professional counseling 
in a mental health clinic. A review of the possibility of your having 
anorexia nervosa or related psychological problems in that in­ 
stance will be essential to your future health. 


Meanwhile, I am sending you The Health Letter, number 2-2, 
Low Carbohydrate Diet Fads to give you more information on the 
harmful effects of unwise dieting. That includes fasting. Others 
who want this information on the Atkins* diet and other low car­ 
bohydrate fads can send 50 cents with a long, stamped, self-ad­ 
dressed envelope for it. Just send your letter to me in care of 
Paddock Publications, P.O. Box 1551, Radio City Station, New 
York, NY 10019. 


Some health articles recommend eating liver, kidneys, hearts 
and tongue. My friend tries to tell me they are too toxic. What do 
you think? 


The organ meats available in the grocery stores are not poi­ 
sonous. Almost all of them are fairly high in cholesterol. A three- 
and-a-half ounce (IOO grams) serving of liver, raw weight, con­ 
tains 300 milligrams of cholesterol, more than you find in an egg 
yolk. However, it is very low in fat. 


Lean heart muscle is low in fat and is much lower in cholesterol. 
Tongue is both fat and contains a moderate amount of cholesterol. 
So, I think you can eat these organ meats in moderation. However, 
I would like to say that the vitamin content of these organ meats 
can also be obtained! by taking almost any of the all-purpose daily 
vitamin pills without increasing your intake of cholesterol.

Can’t tolerate wheat? 


Here’s no-flour cookie 


Dear Dorothy: I’ve heard ifs possible to make cookies without 
flour. I’m interested because tests show our daughter has a low 
tolerance for foods containing wheat. Have you ever run into such 
a recipe?—Mrs. R. G. Bonham 


I’m half-expert in this area because his nibs here has the same 
trouble. Here’s a simple no-flour cookie recipe everyone likes. 
Cook three egg whites, one and one-half cups brown sugar and one 
tablespoon cornstarch in top of a double boiler until thoroughly 
mixed. Do not beat the whites beforehand. Then add one and one- 
half cups chopped dates, one and one-half cups shredded coconut 
and one cup chopped pecans. Drop by the teaspoonful on a greased 
cookie sheet and bake at 325 to 350 degrees until light brown. 
Depending on one’s oven, it should take from 15 to 20 minutes. And 
be sure to grease the cookie sheet well because there’s no shorten­ 
ing in this recipe. 


Dear Dorothy: With winter approaching, the problem of what to 
do with mittens, caps, scarves, school bags and so on when they’re 
not in use can be solved by hanging a compartmented plastic 
closet accessory bag in the closet. Each child can have a section 
and the see-through plastic makes each item easy to find. Besides 
teaching neatness, it sure avoids the unsightly — and often hard- 
to-reach — mess on the closet shelf .—Mrs. Lois Silverman

Newspapsrs did it. Networks did it. 
Republicans and Democrats did it. 
Gallup, Harris and Roper all did it. 
They telephoned at practically all 
hours of the day and night. They 
didn’t seem to care that the baby, was 
sleeping or that the dog was having 
puppies or that the potatoes were boil­ 
ing over.

They were interested only in poli­ 
tics. 
THE ONLY SURE way to find out 
how many suburbanites were touched 
by the polling mania of 1976 was to 
take another poll. 
So, toward the end of The Herald’s 
fourth survey of the campaign, two 
reporters ad-libbed ah extra question: 
Have you already been contacted by 
anyone taking a survey? 
Five of the 15 respondents — that’s 
pollster talk for the people who talk to 
pollsters — said yes. And that’s 30 per 
cent of an entirely unscientific and 
statistically insignificant sample. 


One woman said she was painting 
at the time and asked the pollster to 
call back. She probably went down as 
“no opinion.” 


ONE MAN, A FORD backer, said 
the pollster “asked if I was going to 
vote for Carter, not who was I going 
to vote for, but was I going to vote for 
Carter.” He probably went down as 
“undecided.” 
Another woman said the call from 
The Herald was poll No. 3 of the cam­ 
paign. But she said she didn’t mind. 
“Somebody called about a week ago, 
and my husband took the call,” she 
said. “And there was another one sev­ 
eral weeks back, and he took that one 
too. So this is the first one I’ve gotten 
to talk to.” 
The other IO said Monday’s poll by 
The Herald was their first of the cam­ 
paign. “And I’m surprised,” said one 
'first-timer, “what with all the polls 
that have been coming out.” 


Woodfield care center

“We don’t want to be just a day­ 
care center.

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President 
gets 77% of high school vote 
Teens, just like parents, vote for Ford 


by HOLLY HANSON 


If the voting age were suddenly 
changed to include those of high 
school age, chances are Northwest 
suburban teen-agers would vote for 
the same candidates as their parents, 
main taining and in some cases ex­ 
ceeding the traditional Republican 
leanings of the area. 


In contrast to the findings of Mon­ 
day’s Herald poll of potential voters, 
€7 per cent of whom indicated they 


planned to vote for President Ford, 
Ford received almost 77 per cent of 
the high school vote cast in mock 
elections. 


Democrat Jimmy Carter, who was 
chosen by 30 per cent of the adults 
polled, got only about 21 per cent of 
the high school vote. 


THE SOCIAL STUDIES teachers 
who conducted the high school elect­ 
ions agreed the students tend to re­ 
flect their parents’ voting preferences.

Prince Mad the Impaler 
reigns on in Dracula story

BRAN, Romania (UPI) — Bran 
castel looms high on a rocky hill, ris­ 
ing over a desolate garden. The wind 
sighs mournfully and dark clouds 
heavy with rain oppress the green 
sweep of countryside below. 
This 14th century fortress in Trans­ 
ylvania’s Carpathian mountain foot­ 
hills was the ancestral home of Vlad 
Tepes, a Romanian prince who died 
500 years ago. He is known to history 
as Vlad the Impaler. 
He is better known as Dracula. 
Prince Vlad IV, as he was formally 
known, was born in Sighisoara in 1427 
and died in 1476. He was no vampire, 
but he did use sharpened stakes to im­ 
pale his enemies, and it has become 
difficult to separate the facts about 
him from the legends that have grown 
up around his name. 
It is recorded that in 1460 he im­ 
paled one-fourth of a Turkish army at 
the battle of Giurgiu. The size of the 
army is not known, but its leader, 
Hamza Pasha, was one of those to 
suffer that fate. 
IN THE 1897 Gothic horror novel 
“Dracula” by Bram Stoker, Dracula 
is a vampire who sucks the blood of 
his victims and thus converts them to 
vampires after their death. A stake 
driven through the heart is the only 
thing that will kill them. 
The Ireland-born Stoker’s imagina­ 
tion enlarged upon a widespread Slav­ 
ic legend about a creature that leaves 
its grave at night, often in the form of 
a bat, to drink the blood of humans. 
The creature spposedly is the soul 
of a criminal, a heretic or a suicide. 
And this was the “Count Dracula” 
portrayed by Bela Lugosi in the mov­ 
ie based on Stoker’s book. Lugosi was 
born in the Transylvanian town of Lu­ 
go j, just 81 miles west of Bran. 
In reality, Vlad reigned over what 
was then Wallachia, bordering Trans­ 
ylvania to the south. But his influence 
spread as far as Bucharest where he 
built a fortress to-keep the Turks at 
bay. 
The name Dracula stems from the 
Romanian word for evil, dracul. It 
was applied to Vlad because his fa­ 
ther, also named Vlad, returned home 
from the Hungarian army, in which 
he served, wearing a medal bearing a 
red dragon — the symbol of a heroic 
soldier. 
The peasantry, however, mistook 
the symbol for something evil. Hence 
the name. 
DRACULA SPENT 12 years in Tur­ 
kish prison as hostage for his father 
but reigned in Wallachia from 1456 to 
1462 after paying the Turks a tribute 
for his princeship. He was captured 
again by the Hungarians, but returned 
in 1476 and died shortly thereafter. 
Despite his numerous enemies, Dra­ 
cula was admired by the peasants 
who had no qualms about his pen­ 
chant for impaling invading armies, 
thieves and crooked merchants. 


It was a Dracula-inspired rule that 
anyone finding a wallet must return it 
to its owner or be impaled, and it is 
said that once a priest who found a 
wallet containing 25 gold coins and re­ 
turned it was impaled anyway — be­ 
cause he had gone so far as to count 
the number of coins. 
Another story says Dracula once 
impaled 120 merchants from Trans­ 
ylvania who came to Wallachia to sell 
their goods at double the price. Much 
of the impaling was done by pushing 
the condemned into pits with stakes 
planted upright at the bottom. 
Dracula’s grandfather, Mircea the 
Old, 
occupied Bran castle inter­ 
mittently from 1395 to 1427. The three- 
story fortress is made of the stone of 
the peak on which it stands and was 
built by local people to ward off in­ 
vasions from Wallachia through the 
Bran-Rucar-Cimpulung pass through 
the Carpathians. 
IT OVERLOOKS the pass and the 
swift-flowing Turcu river that cuts 
through it and which once formed a 
moat for the castle. 
Rock forms part of its interior and 
heavy furniture, some of it ornately 
carved and dating to the 16th century, 
fills its 60 rooms. 
The people gave it to Queen Maria 
— a Hohenzollern — in 1920. She lived 
there until 1938 and converted the 171- 
foot deep well into an elevator shaft 
for accress to the garden and tea 
house below. A tunnel leads to the vil­ 
lage at the foot of the hill. 
Dracula, a Romanian Orthodox, 
chose to build a monastery as a 
monument to himself and a safe place 
for his remains. The Byzantine struc­ 
ture on Snagov Island, 13 miles north 
of Bucharest, was built in 1456 and is 
a tourist attraction today. 
An earthquake in the early 16th cen­ 
tury nearly destroyed the brick struc­ 
ture with its two cupolas and Greek- 
style columns, but it was restored in 
1520. 
Frescoes on a fading blue back­ 
ground, painted by the Serbian artist 
Dobromir, adorn the walls and Dra­ 
cula’s tomb is under a 6-foot slab of 
ochre-colored stone whose inscriptions 
were scratched off to prevent identi­ 
fication and, thus, body-snatching. 
INVADING TARTARS were unable 
to find it in the 17th century, but arch- 
eologists who dug up the site in 1931 
were able to verify the remains they 
found were Dracula’s. His ring and an 
emblem he received as an award for 
winning a dueling competition in 
France were found with what was lrfl 
of the bones. 
A young monk with a flowing brown 
beard and brown habit guards the mo­ 
nastery, which can be reached only 
by boat. He refuses to give his name 
or say now many monks live on the 
island. But the aging, leathery-faced 
boat driver says there is only one. 
Corn grows behind the monk’s tiled- 
roof house and roosters, hens and a

cow make a pleasantly domestic 
scene.

It is a peaceful scene — and frustra­ 
ting in a way. For the resting place of 
Prince Dracula bears so litle resem­ 
blance to the image of a fanged, 
black-Cloaked figure prowling through 
the misty gloom of Transylvanian 
nights with wolves howling at a full 
moon partially obscured at times by 
scudding clouds. 


“I asked (in my classes) how many 
kids were not going to vote the way 
their parents did and only two kids 
raised their hands,” he said. 
AT BUFFALO Grove High School, 
HOI W. Dundee Rd., Buffalo Grove, 
Ford received 73 per cent of the vote 
while Carter received almost 22 per 
cent. Social studies teacher Pam Her- 
tel said the high margin for Ford can 
be attributed to a combination of fac­ 
tors, including parental vote and the 
conservatism of the students. 
“Most of these kids are pretty con­ 
servative until they’re out on their 
own,” she said. “They’re so limited in 
their world view, they can’t help but 
be conservative.” 


Although Ford won each school’s 
election by at least 40 per ceht, and 
Republican gubernatorial candidate 
James Thompson did even better, 
winning almost 80 per cent of the 
over-all vote to Democrat Michael 
Howlett’s 21 per cent, the Republicans 
won their most overwhelming vic­ 
tories at Fremd High School, 1000 S. 
Quentin rd., Palatine. Both Ford and 
Thompson won over 80 per cent of the 
vote at Fremd, which serves students 
from Palatine and Inverness. 


However, both Ford and Thompson 
made their worst showings at Pala­ 
tine High School, 150 E. Wood st., Pal­ 
atine, where Ford won about 69 per 
cent of the vote and Thompson won 
about 64 per cent. 


MINER JUNIOR High, llOl^E. Min­ 
er St., Arlington Heights, contacted 
The Herald to report the same sort of 
results accumulating in the high 
schools: major Republican victories. 
Ford received 80 per cent of the Min­ 
er vote with Carter getting almost 16 
per cent, while Thompson won almost 
89 per cent to Howlett’s ll per cent. 
One aspect of the high school’s 
mock elections shows student voters 
do not always follow their parents’ 
leads. 


Although 87 per cent of those adults 
contacted by The Herald indicated 
they planned to vote, voter turnout in 
the high schools averaged less than 
40%. At Wheeling High School, 900 S. 
Elmhurst Rd., Wheeling, only 361 out 
of about 2,000 students chose to cast 
votes. 
“We had thought that few adults 
would turn out, but when I voted this 
(Tuesday) 
morning, 
it was very 
crowded. So in that way, they’re prob­ 
ably not indicative of their parents,” 
said Gary Boettcher, a Wheeling so­ 
cial studies teacher. 
However, the GOP tradition re­ 
mains at Wheeling, where Ford re­ 
ceived 74 per cent of the vote and 
Thompson 78 per cent. 
“In this area, traditionally, it’s Re­ 
publican all the way,” Boettcher said. 
“In fact, (in social studies classes) I 
had to assign Republicans to write the 
Democratic campaign speeches be­ 
cause no Democrats would.”

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Orr’s doctor: Bobby contemplates leaving hockey 


TORONTO (UPI) — Bobby Orr’s doctor said Tues­ 
day the bone in the Chicago Black Hawks star’s left 
knee had degenerated and will continue to do so as 
long as he plays hockey. 
Dr. John Palmer of the Toronto General Hospital 
said an arthroscopy — flushing out of the joint — 
had been performed earlier in the day and resulted 
in the removal of pieces of cartilage and tissue that 
has broken away from the lining of the knee bone. 
“The joint is permanently damaged,” Dr. Palmer 
said. “The knee now has only a certain number of 
miles left in it and it’s up to him to decide how he’s 
going to use those miles.” 
DR. PALMER said Orr has been “considering 
leaving hockey but hasn’t yet reached a decision.” 
Orr, he said, would be discharged from the hospi­ 


tal today but has been ordered to rest his knee for at 
least two weeks, when further examination of the 
knee will be made.” 
Orr, 28, was purchased for $3 million for this sea­ 
son by the Hawks from the Boston Bruins, where he 
had run up more records than any other National 
Hockey League player. 
Dr. Palmer said in the arthroscopy performed 
Tuesday a lighted instrument was inserted into the 
knee joint and revealed that fragments of cartilage 
had worn away from the lining of the bone. 


“THIS REFLECTS a degeneration of the bone in 
the knee,” Dr. Palmer said. “The knee has been 
worsening by the use of it in hockey. Playing hockey 
will add to the wear and tear on the joint.” 


Orr has had surgery on the knee five times during 
his NHL career. 
Palmer said he was disappointed by the worsening 
condition. 
“I had thought at the time of the last arthroscopy, 
about six months ago, that there would be the possi­ 
bility he could be able to play for a few years, but 
this now has to be modified,” he said, adding that he 
would not commit himself on whether Orr might be 
able to play for even a year or two. 


“I DON’T THINK it matters much now if he plays 
because the deterioration is so advanced,” Dr. 
Palmer said. “He’s so anxious to play that he will if 
he’s physically able to do so.” 
The doctor said Orr had been suffering consid­ 


erable pain in recent weeks and that his knee has 
been “catching on him, locking on him, giving way 
— just not functioning properly at all.” 
“If he wants to carry on playing, with the odd 
flushing out of the joint, we’ll be happy to do this for 
him,” Dr. Palmer said. 


But the doctor said Orr’s knee had already suf­ 
fered such severe damage that “it will cause var­ 
ying problems later on.” He acknowledged that one 
possibility in sight was that Orr’s knee may become 
permanently stiff. 
Dr. Palmer said Orr was “concerned but optimis­ 
tic” about the condition. He said Orr had been 
buoyed by his playing ability during the Canada Cup 
series and had looked forward to a good season.

Jones wins N.L’S 
Cy Young Award 


NEW YORK - Overcoming the bitter disappointment of a year 
ago, left-hander Randy Jones of the San Diego Padres lived up to 
a preseason prediction and fulfilled a “boyhood dream” Tuesday 
when he was named winner of the National League's Cy Young 
Award. 
The 26-year-old Jones, a sinkerball specialist who belies the fact 
a blazing fastball is essential to be a big winner in the major 
leagues, was an overwhelming choice in the balloting of 24 mem­ 
bers of the Baseball Writers Association of America-two from each 
NL city. The crafty southpaw, who posted a 22-14 record to lead 
the NL in victories, received 15 first place votes and 96 points to 
beat out left-hander Jerry Koosman of the New York Mets and 
right-hander Don Sutton of the Los Angeles Dodgers. 
Koosman, 21-10, drew seven first place votes and 69% points 
while Sutton, also 21-10, had one first place mention and 25% 
points. Steve Carlton of Philadelphia (ll points), Rawly Eastwick 
of Cincinnati (6), Jon Matlack of New York (5), J.R. Richard of 
Houston (2) and last year's winner, Tom Seaver of the Mets (I), 
were the only others to receive votes. Jones was the only one 
names on all 24 ballots.

NEW YORK — Tommy John of the Los Angeles Dodgers, told 
after arm surgery that he might never pitch again, has been voted 
the National League’s comeback player of the year by United 
Press International. 
The 33-year-old left-hander, who suffered the severe injury in 
mid-July, 1974, returned after a year and a half on the disabled list 
to post a 10-10 won-lost record and became the No. 5 man in the 
Dodgers' rotation. 
John was voted the honor by being chosen on IO of the 26 ballots 
cast by a panel of UPI baseball correspondents from around the 
country. Joe Torre of the New York Mets was second with five 
votes.

something. 
“They have been deprived of facil­ 
ities like this for so long,” said Leon­ 
ard, a native of Phelps who played 
ball in the old stone-fronted gym, built 
in the 1930’s by WPA labor, before 
dropping out of school. 
Leonard McCoy feels he might have 
stayed in school longer if there had 
been better athletic facilities and he 
hopes the new gym will create enough 
interest to keep at least a few more 
students in school until they graduate. 
DEDICATION 
ceremonies 
were 
Oct. 31 with Cincinnati Reds star Pete 
Rose, a close friend of McCoy’s, and 
Kentucky Superintendent of Public In­ 
struction Dr. James Graham, among 
the invited guests. 
The gym was actually used last 
spring during the district tourna­ 
ments, with Phelps losing to Johns 
Creek its first game in the new arena. 
The first game this year will be Nov. 
23 against Dorton. 
The interior of the old gym was in 
bad shape in recent years and Phelps 
was having trouble getting teams to 
play it on its home court. 
“The biggest problem with the gym 
was the shower facilities,” McCoy 
said. “The other teams started wear­ 
ing their uniforms under their clothes 
because they wouldn’t use the show­ 
ers. 


“THEY COULDN’T get schools to 
come to play and the school was los­ 
ing a lot of money on its sports pro­ 
gram,” he said. 
The gym is located some three 
miles from the school and the stu­ 
dents must still use the old facility for 
physical education classes. 
“By the time we transported them 
to the gym, they changed, then 
changed after class and were re­ 
turned, you wouldn’t have 15 minutes 
for 
class,” 
said William Davis, 
Phelps’ first year principal. 
However, Davis said the support for 
the new facility in both the school and 
community is good. 
“It has helped the school and com­ 
munity tremendously,” Davis said. 
“The people turn out here tremen­ 
dously for athletics.” 
WHILE ADMITTING the school 
might have needed other things like a 
biology lab, McCoy defends the new 
gym, saying it should be the county’s 
responsibility to provide labs first in­ 
stead of gyms and with the new facil­ 
ity, the county can possibly devote 
more money to academics at Phelps. 
The McCoy brothers used their own 
equipment to help grade the football 
and baseball fields. Phelps* Little 
League team finished high in the state 
tournament this past summer and the 
football team — which had never 
played a home game — won its first 
two games since Phelps started foot­ 
ball six years ago. 
The gym was built on school proper­ 
ty near the local vocational school 
and Pike County Supt. James T. Dot­ 
son said a new high school building is 
planned eventually for the site.
